May it Please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this 
our Twenty-first Annual Report on the condition of the prisons 
and prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
registration of criminals. 

The number of prisons and bridewells remains the same as at Number of 
the date of our last report, namely : — prisons. 

1 Prison for male convicts only (Maryborough). 

1 Prison for male convicts and local prisoners (Mountjoy, 

Dublin). 

1 Prison for female convicts and local prisoners (Mountjoy.) 

10 Prisons for male and female local prisoners. 

6 Prisons for male local prisoners only, 

2 Prisons for female local prisoners only. 

6 Minor Prisons and 1 District Bridewell for male and 
female prisoners on remand, or under sentences not 
exceeding seven days. 

13 Bridewells for male and female prisoners on remand, or 
under sentences not exceeding three days. 

The lock-up which was opened at Ennis, in 1887, in the build- 
ing formerly used as the County Clare Prison, was closed during 
the past year — namely, on the 1st March, 1899. The building 
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state inebriate has since been converted into a State Inebriate Reform tato.y for 
Reformatory. Criminal Drunkards, committed under the Inebnates Act, lb9cS. 

Section 1 of that Act provides that 

j/qv Where a person is convicted on indictment of an 
offence punishable with imprisonment or penal servitude, if the 
Court is satisfied from the evidence that the offence was committed 
under the influence of drink or that drunkenness was a contributing 
cause of the offence, and the offender admits that he is or is found 
by the jury to be a habitual drunkard, the Court may in addition 
to or in substitution for any other sentence, order that he he 
detained for a term not exceeding three years m any State inebriate 
reformatory, or in any certified inebriate reformatory the managers 
of which are willing to receive him. 

(■2 ) In any indictment under this section it shall lie sufficient, 
after charging the offence, to state that the offender is a habitual 
drunkard. In the proceedings on the indictment the offender shall 
in the first instance^ arraigned on so much only oi the 

as charges the said offence, and, if on arraignment he pleads guutyor is 

found guilty bv the jury, the jury shall, unless the offender admits 
that he is a habitual drunkard, be charged to inquire whethei he . 
a habitual drunkard, and in that case it shall not be necessaiy 
swear the jury again. 

Provided that, unless evidence that the offender is a habitual 
drunkard has been given before he is committed for tiial not less 
than seven days’ notice shall he given to the P™F 
the Court by which the offender is to be tried, and to the offender 
that it is intended to charge habitual drunkenness m the indict- 
merit.

At present there are no inebriates in custody. 

The regulations for the reformatory, having been duly laid 
before Parliament, came into effect on the 1st June, lbJJ. & 
copy of these regulations will be found in the Appendix. 

In our last Annual Report we mentioned that a scheme had 
oeen approved for the enlargement of Maryborough Convict 
Prison by the addition of a new block to accommodate 2(10 mwe 
convicts. 



A contract has been entered into for the erection of this block, 
and the work is now in progress. When it is completed it is 
intended to transfer all the male convicts, except those undei- 
going the earlier months of their sentences in separate confine- 
ment, from Mountjoy to Maryborough Prison, which will then 
contain over 300 cells, with a farm of 34 acres, and. will thus 
become the principal male convict prison in Ireland.

From this Table it will be seen that there has been an increase 
of 3,202 committals as compared with 1897, the number for 
that year having been about the average for the nine years 
ending with 1 897. 

From a comparison of the committals, prison by prison, it 
appears that in the rural districts the numbers remain about 
the same, and that the increase is almost entirely in the prisons 
of the three principal cities — Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. 

The following figures show both the increase in the prisons 
named, and the nearly stationary condition of the numbers in the 
other prisons in 1898, as compared with 1897: —

Further investigation shows that the number of drunkards 
committed has risen from 16,298 in 1897, to 17,807 in 1S98, 
being in each year about 47 per cent., or nearly one-half of the 
total committals. This cause alone therefore accounts for an 
increase of 1,509, or nearly one-half of the total increase during 
the past year. The proportion of prisoners committed for 
drunkenness to the number of convicted prisoners is considerably 
greater, having for the past two years been about 53 per cent. 

Committals to bridewells are not included in the table above. 
The npmbers of such committals during 1898 were 983 males 
and 25.7 females, the numbers for the previous year having been 
1,Q23 males and 264 females.

1891 which reduced the minimum term of penal servitude from 
5 to 3 years, the convicts in custody are still decreasing, and at 
present number only 500 males and 19 females, Ot 91 
sentenced during the year, 51 were sentenced to the shortest term 
— 3 years.

Particulars of the punishments inflicted during the year 1898 C° nducfc of 
will be found in Table XIV. of the Appendix, where the total pnsoners- 
number of local prisoners punished is shown to be 2,685, and of 
convicts 105. After deducting prisoners transferred, and thus 
appearing twice in the returns, the number of local prisoners 
punished represents a percentage of 6 5 and the number of 
convicts punished a percentage of 235 on the total number of 
local prisoners and convicts respectively in custody during the 
year.,

Under the special rules for juvenile offenders, which were 
adopted in 1895, all juveniles under 16 years of age are specially 
treated. If their sentences amount to one month or upwards, 
they are removed to Mountjoy Prison, Dublin, where accommoda- 
tion is set apart for them. The number so removed during 1898 
wa s 20. The shorter sentences are undergone in the prisons 
to which the juveniles are first committed. In all prisons special 
means are adopted to keep them from coming in contact with 
adult prisoners, and special attention is devoted to them by the 
Governors and Chaplains. They are provided with special library 
books and a larger amount of employment in the open air than 
older prisoners, and receive physical drill. 

The health of the prisoners was on the whole satisfactory. 
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Subjoined is a table of mortality among local prisoners and 
convicts for each year during the last ten years : —

Of the 10 deaths of local prisoners pneumonia caused two, and 
asthma, heart disease, and chronic affection of the liver each caused 
one. Two resulted from exhaustion after excessive drinking, one 
from sudden cardiac failure, and two were cases of suicide. Of 
the five convicts who died, one death arose from Bright’s disease, 
one from spinal paratysis, one from pneumonia, one from intes- 
tinal tuberculosis, and one from acute peritonitis. There was 
a considerable number of cases of influenza, but not of a severe 
type. Otherwise the amount of zymotic disease was slight. 

There. were two cases of typhus fever; in one of these the fever 
was incubating when the prisoner was admitted; in the other 
instance also it was probably brought in by the prisoner, but 
this point could not be established with certainty. Of enteric 
fever likewise there were two cases, one of which was developing 
at the time of admission. Although for a considerable part of 
the year typhoid fever prevailed to an excessive degree 
throughout the City of Belfast, no case of that disease arose 
in the prison. 

On medical grounds 45 local prisoners and 2 convicts were 
discharged before their sentence had expired. Of these 17 were 
women very near their confinement, while of the remaining 28 
the diseases in 21 cases originated before reception. 

There were 79 cases of insanity amongst local prisoners and 5 insanity, 
amongst convicts. Of the 79 local prisoners there were 55 insane at 
the time of committal ; 6 were described as weak-minded or erratic ; 
and 2 as imbecile; 16 were sane. Of -the 16 who were sane, 2 
had been ordered to be detained during the pleasure of the Lord 
Lieutenant as having been insane at the time of committing the 
offence, but were sane during their detention in prison ; 2 were 
epileptics ; 1 was a case of recurrent mania who had been pre- 
viously in an asylum, and 1 when a month in prison developed 
general paralysis of the insane. 
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Eduction. From Table IX. it will be seen that of 541 male and female 

local prisoners who were classed on committal as “ wholly 
ignorant ” 97 learned to read, write, and calculate, 99 to read and 
write, and 173 to read. Arrangements were made during the year 
~ whereby schoolmaster warders devote more time to the education 
of illiterate prisoners than was formerly the case.

The Board beg to refer to their last and previous annual 
Reports for the details of the industries carried on in prisons ; 
also to Table No. XXIV. in the Appendix to this Report. 

It is observed that prisoners take as much interest in the 
gardening and farm work as if the crops were their own. 
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Weaving is a specially useful and interesting industry. 

The profit on the Manufacturing Department for the year was 
£3,371 18s., being an increase of £63 7s. 9 d. over the previous 
year. ...... 

In order to stimulate those prison officers who, though not 
holding appointments as Trade Warders, instruct and supervise 
prisoners in certain industries, the Board are glad to report that, 
with the approval of the Treasury, a number of special alio wances 
of £10 and £5 each, per annum, will be distributed amongst these 
officers in future. 

In former times in selecting prisoners to act as cooks, cleaners, 

&c., and on other “ fatigue ” duties, it was the practice to select 
those, longest in prison, if well-conducted, irrespective of the 
question whether such prisoners were habitual criminals or not. 

This practice has been altered, and now such employments are 
confined to first offenders, so that old offenders who have failed 
to reform may not be afforded an opportunity of contaminating 
others, and may receive no exceptional indulgence. 

All larger prisons are kept in good repair and condition. 

The minor prisons are old county prisons only partially occupied. 

Such portions as are occupied are in good condition. 

The new hospital at Belfast Prison, to which reference was 
made in the last Report, has been completed, and forms a valuable 
addition to the prison. 

In Tables XXVII. and XXVIII. will be found particulars of the Expenditure, 
expenditure on prisons during the past and several previous years. 

The law in regard to prisoners committed to prison in Ireland Fresh 
in default of payment of a fine has been amended by the Fine or le g islation - 
Imprisonment (Scotland and Ireland) Act, which has been lately 
passed. 

The object of the measure is stated in the explanatory memo- 
randum accompanying the Bill as follows : — 

Up to January 1st, 1899, a prisoner committed to prison in 
default of payment of a fine, whether in England and Wales, 

Scotland, or Ireland, could only obtain release before the expiration 
of the period for which he was committed by payment of the full 
amount of the fine. The Departmental Committee of 1894 on 
Habitual Offenders, &c. (Scotland), strongly recommended that 
prisonersso committed should be allowed to work out their sentences 
partly by imprisonment and partly by money payments — a re- 
mission of their term of imprisonment in default being made, 
proportionate to the part of the fine imposed which they were 
able and willing to pay, — in other words, that a prisoner who had 
been sentenced, say, to a fine of twenty shillings or twenty days, 
and who could raise,' say, ten shillings, should be liberated after 
ten days’ imprisonment on payment of that ten shillings, instead 
of being kept in gaol till the very end unless he could pay the 
entire sum. This recommendation was adopted in the Prison Act, 

1898, which came into effect on the first day of the present year. 

That Act, however, does not apply to Scotland or Ireland, and the 
object of this Bill is to extend to these countries the same reform 
in that respect which that measure enacted for England. The 
enacting clause of the Bill follows verbatim the wording of the 
Prison Act.

These societies render valuable assistance, and it is to be 
regretted that there is not a society in connection with every 
prison. 

It will be seen from Table XXVI. in the Appendix that the 
number of discharged convicts and habitual criminals registered 
in the year 1898 was 150, as compared with 171 in the previous 
year. 

The usual lists of habitual criminals released during the year 
have been printed and distributed amongst the police. 

Anthropometric measurements with finger prints and photo- 
graphs were taken in the cases of 101 male convicts, and U 
habitual criminals. 

Captain A. B. G. S. Hill, who was appointed Inspector of 
Prisons in 1878, retired on Superannuation m September lass. 
Mr. W. V. Barrel was in the same month appointed by tour 
Excellency to succeed him.

Copy of Regulations for State Inebriate Reformatories made 
by the Lord Lieutenant, under the Inebriates Act, 1898. 

By the Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 

GADOGAN. 

WE, George Henry, Earl Cadogan, Lord Lieutenant-General and 
General Governor of Ireland, in pursuance of the powers vested in Us 
by the Inebriates Act, 1898, and of all other powers thereunto enabling 
Us, do hereby make the following regulations for the rule and manage- 
ment of State Inebriate Reformatories in Ireland, and for the classifica- 
tion, treatment, employment, and control of persons sent thereto in 
pursuance of the said Act, and for their absence under licence : 

1. Every inmate shall be subject to the general rules for the govern- 
ment of local prisons, except so far as they are inconsistent with the 
following regulations : — 

2. Inmates shall pass through three stages, viz. : — First, Second, and 
Third. 

3. An inmate, on admission, will be placed in the First Stage, and 
will remain in it for a period of six months. 

4. During this stage an inmate will be strictly confined within the 
walls, and will be employed, as far as possible, in the open air, under 
the immediate supervision of an officer. He will not be promoted from 
this stage unless by his industry and conduot he has proved himself 
worthy of promotion. 

5. An inmate may write a letter and receive a reply on admission, 
and subsequently while in this stage, at intervals of a fortnight, and he 
may also receive a visit once a fortnight, unless by misconduct he 
should forfeit these privileges. 

6. An inmate in the Second Stage, which will also extend for six 
months, will be employed, as far as possible, in the open air, but not 
necessarily under the immediate supervision of an officer. . 

7. After passing the first three months in this stage with exemplary 
conduct, an inmate shall become eligible for employment in positions 
of trust in and about the reformatory, and during the last three months 
in this stage he may be permitted to take a walk outside the walls 
under escort, 

B 
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8. An inmate, while in the second and subsequent stages, may write 
a letter and receive a reply once a week and may receive a visit at 
the same intervals. 

9. An inmate, if by his industry and conduct he has proved himself 
worthy of promotion, shall be promoted to the Third Stage, and shall 
remain in that stage till released. 

10. While in this stage an inmate shall, if possible, be employed 
so far as the circumstances of the reformatory allow, in such form of 
labour as he has. either a desire to learn or shows a capacity for 
executing, regard being had, in all cases where possible, to his chances 
of employment on release. 

11. An inmate, after serving not less than three months in this stage 

may be allowed to leave the reformatory occasionally on parole, without 
an escort, during such time as shall be prescribed by the Governor, 
acting on the recommendation of the medical officer. ^ _ 

12. An inmate, after serving not less ^tlwc!A 'Al'A. onS^ktage, 

may be eligible for the Intermediac^Vlass. In order to attain the 
intermediate class an inmate must (!) prove to the satisfaction of the 
governor and medical officer, by his exemplary conduct in the third 
stage, that there exists a reasonable hope of his remaining a total 
abstainer and becoming a 7 good citizen ; (2) find a responsible person 
who will undertake in writing the charge of the inmate, and who will 
periodically report how he is conducting himself. . The name of the 
inmate, with that of his proposed guardian, and such other particulars 
as may be necessary will be laid before the visiting committee, or not 
less than two members thereof, who 'will thereupon, if they are satisfied 
that his discharge can take place without danger to society, submit 
his name to the General Prisons Board, for licence of the Chief 

13. The name of an inmate to whom a licence shall have been 
granted, will remain on the books of the reformatory, as being out on 
probation until the expiration of his sentence. 

14. The Visiting Committee may, in any case of special importance 
or urgency, allow an inmate an additional visit or letter, or prolong the 
period of a visit. 

15. Provision shall be made for the payment to an inmate of earnings 
from labour performed. Such earnings shall be regulated by marks, 
and shall in no case exceed Id. per clay. An inmate by misconduct 
will be liable to forfeit his earnings. 

16. Shops may be erected for the employment of inmates in trades. 
An inmate will be required to work each week day not less than six 
nor more than eight hours, except on Saturday, when labour shall cease 
at dinner-time. 

17. The Governor, acting on the recommendation of the medical 
officer, shall give direction with regard to labour of an inmate, and lie 
will be responsible that the employment is suitable to the physical 
condition of an inmate, and shall do all in his power to promote the 
industrial training of the inmates. 

18. An inmate shall be supplied with food according to the scale 

laid down. . 

19. Meals will be served, in the mess-room, due regard being had vO 
order, cleanliness, and comfort. 

20. Smoking will be allowed in the day-room, or exercise yards and 
grounds, during recreation hours, under regulations which shall be 
prescribed by the General Prisons Board. No smoking shall be allowed 
in the corridors, sleeping apartments, workshops, or kitchen. 
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21. An inmate shall be provided with a complete dress, sufficient for 
warmth, of such pattern as may be prescribed. 

22. An inmate shall occupy a separate sleeping apartment at night, 
unless, for medical or special reason, it is necessary that he shall be 
placed in association. No inmate will bo required to sleep on a plank 

bed. . 

23. Inmates may be associated at labour and exercise, and in tlie 
day-room for meals, and after the hours of labour. 

24. Chess, draughts, dominoes, and other games that may be pre- 
scribed, may be used in the day-room. 

25. Carefully selected newspapers and magazines shall be placed in 

the day-room for the use of the inmates. ( 

26. Outdoor games may be organised in the open air on Saturday 
afternoons, and occasional entertainments, such as lectures and concerts, 
may be allowed from time to time.

PROM GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 

The subordinate officers have, with lew exceptions, been weii-eon- 
ducted, attentive, and diligent. Three warders were found guilty of 
serious breaches of discipline and regulations, for which two were dis- 
missed, and one permitted to resign. The chief and principal warders 
have performed their duties with zeal and mtel hgeuce- 

There were 175 convicts in custody on th£_l&fi dtlsf-y bb 

received during the year under ntfVf-*ntenoes of penal servitude ; o 
military convicts (Irishmen) were received from English convict prisons ; 
24 were received on forfeiture or revocation of licences ; 21 on transfer 
from Cork and Maryborough Prisons ; and 1 returned from Dundrum 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum. Fifty-four were released on licences , 3 
discharged on commutation of sentence ; 52 removed to Maryborough 
Prison ; 3 to Criminal Lunatic Asylum, and 1 died ; 211 remained in 
custody on the 31st March, 1899. ' , 

The convicts have been generally well-behaved, and amenable to rules 
and discipline, and they have been, on the whole, diligent and pains- 
taking in the performance of their work. 

They have been principally employed at indoor trades, as in preceding 
year, viz. : — tailoring, shoemaking, carpentry, coopering, baking, smith- 
work tin-work, &e., and such as are incapable, from age or other cause of 
learning trades have been employed at mat-making, gardening, die. 

There have not been any escapes or attempts to escape during the 

^ The buildings have been kept in good repair by prison labour. 

The Chaplains have, as usual, attended regularly during the year, 
and have appeared to take deep interest in the- spiritual and moral 
welfare of the convicts committed to their care. Three of the Chaplains 
are influential members of Prisoners' Aid Societies, and all have been 
ever ready to assist, on release, those desirous of earning their living 

The probation convicts who cannot read, write and calculate, are taught 
by schoolmasters, in their cells, during each forenoon, on week-days, 
for the first nine months of their sentences, and the convicts who work 
in association during the day, and whose education is defective to the 
same extent, are taught for an hour each week evening, m classes, in a 
properly equipped school-room. The vast majority of the, convicts 
appear to appreciate the educational advantages afforded to them, and 
endeavour to improve themselves. The schoolmasters have been dill- 
gent and attentive. . ,, . . 

Library books are changed daily, during dinner hour, for the convicts, 
bv one of the schoolmasters, and reading, during non-working hours, is

FROM MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Duriug the year there wero 34 warders admitted into the Prison 
Hospital, chiefly for influenza and bronchitis. One warder — suffering 
from heart disease — was discharged the service on medical grounds. 
There was no death. 

There were 131 convicts treated in hospital during the year. The 
principal ailments were : — Constipation, debility, influenza, catarrh, 
rheumatism, bronchitis, colic, diarrhoea, tonsillitis, dyspepsia, and 
wounds. Two convicts died, one was discharged from prison on medical 
grounds, and four were removed to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum. The 
daily average number of convicts treated in hospital was 11T47, as extern 
patients, 7-054. 

During the year the health of the officers and the prisoners was 
generally good, and careful attention was paid to the sanitary arrange- 
ments of the prison.

The care displayed by them in their treatment of growing crops is 
very astonishing, when the antecedents of many of them are taken into 
consideration. Cases of misconduct are very few in number and slight 
in degree, which I attribute largely to the fact of their taking an actn e 
interest in their work, and being so much occupied in their various 
employments, they do not appear to think of mischief or misconduct. 

Cases of violence or insubordination are unknown, and, whilst main- 
taining discipline, yet the warders in charge have no trouble ; they have 
merely to point out what they require to have done ; thus there is no 
conflict and no sarious misconduct, such as was my unhappy experience 
when convicts were employed in less congenial occupations, when pres 
sure had to be resorted to and gross misconduct prevailed. 

The employment on the land is salutary, useful, and edueational ; 
even the city-reared take a lively interest in their work. The habits 
of industiy acquired must be highly beneficial to many in^an agri- 
cultural country. 

The crops grown were potatoes, barley, turnips, cabbages, onions, 
and the various table vegetables. We sold largely of cabbages 
onions, cabbage plants and onion plants, as well as barley, potatoes, and 
turnips. Our potato crop last year was considered phenomenal ; in 
many cases nine potatoes weighed 14 lbs. It may be said that 
potatoes so large were not the most suitable for table, but they at least 
afforded sure indication of the produce, and, with care, we experienced 
no difficulty in cooking them thoroughly. 

I sprayed the whole crop twice, and some three times, with a pre- 
paration of sulphate of copper and lime. Little or no blight appeared 
either on stalks or tubers. I have sprayed regularly for last four years, 
with most beneficial results. Some of the farmers are now adopting it, 
and at their meetings quote the prison as an example of what may be 
attained uuder what were, two years ago, very unpromising conditions 
of soil and surroundings. We disposed of 121 tons of potatoes during 
the year. The net profit from transactions in connection with the farm 
amounted to £192. The total sales for farm produce and from pigs reared 
on the produce of the farm amounted to £419 7s. 9 d. 

The conduct of the prisoners in the Intermediate class has been 
exceedingly satisfactory. I continue to communicate with the clergy- 
men of the parish in which they may be about to reside after discharge, 
requesting their kind consideration and best influences on behalf o 
such prisoners. From some I receive satisfactory replies, and from 
none unfavourable. The information obtained enables me to conclude 
that those who adopt a country life and pursuits earn their livelihood 
by honest industry, whereas those who return to their former associa- 
tions in cities are exposed to great danger of relapse. 

The invalid prisoners, when not actually incapacitated, were employed 
cleaning prison, and at tailoring, making and repairing clothing. 
Their conduct has been uniformly good, although some of them aie 
occasionally eccentric. _ . v 

The prison buildings have been kept in a good state or repair, an 
necessary work being done by convicts under instruction of trade 

A party of twenty convicts of the labour class has been employed 
during the year excavating foundations for walls of new prison, and 
building in those foundations with concrete. At the present time tins 
work has b^en taken over by a contractor, who has men employed 
preparing to proceed with the erection of the prison. 
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Tlie chaplains have been zealous and attentive, willingly co-operating 
in every effort for the reformation of the prisoners whilst in prison, and 
for their welfare after discharge ; they take a lively interest in seeing 
that suitable employment may be provided for the prisoners which may 
conduce to their advantage after they have left the prison. 

The visiting physician, an eminent practitioner and a zealous officer, 
withdrew from the service of the prison in May of last year ; the sole 
medical duties have since been discharged by the resident medical 
officer, who has been unremitting in his attention to the requirements 
of the prisoners. 

The schools, morning and evening, continue to be conducted with 
satisfactory results, the progress made by the prisoners being very 
considerable, having regard to the opportunities and the time allowed 
for school. 

The library is freely availed of, and the books annually provided are 
much appreciated. The schoolmaster acts as librarian. 

I certify that the Rules laid down for the government of the Prison 
have been complied with to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

The Visitors appointed by his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
visited the Prison on 13th April, 11th May, 8th June, 13th July, 
10th August, 14th September, 12th October, 14th December, 1898, 
and on 11th January, 8th February, and 9th March, 1899. 

I take the liberty to express my grateful acknowledgements of the 
valuable advice and assistance always willingly afforded by them in the 
interests of the Prison and for the benefit of the prisoners. 



FROM PROTESTANT EPISCOPALIAN CHAPLAIN'S 
REPORT. 

The behaviour of the prisoners attending the services of the Church 
of Ireland was during the past year uniformly quiet and respectful. A 
considerable number appeared attentive ; those able to sing took an 
unusual interest in the musical portion of the services, and the singing 
was at times very good. Those who led requested to be allowed a 
short practice together on Saturday afternoons. The school continues 
to be useful to men whose education was neglected and who are 
anxious to learn. From the intern officers I received every assistance 
in their power. 



FROM ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

The conduct of the prisoners on the whole has been satisfactory. 
Their demeanour in the Chapel is really edifying, and a fair number of 
them are frequent communicants. They have taken great interest in the 
school business. The farming operations have been a great success. 
The prisoners prefer working a fair day’s work on the farm rather than 
remain idle within the prison walls. This outdoor work destroys in a 
great measure the monotony of prison life, and makes them feel the 
term of their imprisonment pass far more quickly than under the old 
system. The Governor, Doctor, and the officials have been most 
courteous in their dealings with the Chaplains.

FROM MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Since last report I have with regret to mention that Dr. D. B. Jacob 
resigned. Ins appointment as Visiting Physician to this prison. 

The health of officers and prisoners has been well maintained, 

No death took place and no serious casualty occurred amongst tile 
staff. One prisoner died who was in the invalid class, the cause being 
“ Bright’s disease,” One case of insanity occurred.— also an invalid class 
convict — and was transferred to D undrum Lunatic Asylum. 

The work provided here for convicts —farming — is, I think, the best 
suited to improve or maintain their bodily and mental health, as the 
occupation is congenial, interesting, and the result of the work so 
apparent to the prisoner’s self. I can now remember cases of weak- 
minded prisoners whose minds might, I fear have given way had they 
been employed at some indoor, irksome, or monotonous labour ; and L 
may mention that malingering to shirk work is now here nearly 

unknown. • . n 

The new gravitation water supply, which will be in use m ail pro- 
bability in a few weeks, will, I am sure, give satisfaction and attorcl 
greater facilities for keeping the sanitary condition of the prison m the 
same thorough order as it existed during the year.
